'-them. Thenumber of the Rebels are not ſo fgrear as is re- 
ported, Their whole Body eoth not amountto a thouſand, 
although ir it is rumoured they are at the leaſt four or five 
thouſand ſtrong. The Inhabitants adjacent are very much 
incenſed againſt them,by reaſon ot their great burthens and 
oppreſſures,occaſioned by their preſent plundering beth of 
proviſion, Goods, and Chand; Peyer hath declared the
